Dr. Wensel proposes integrated 
schools but the elimination of social 
activities in the schools — leaving 
all social life to center in church and 
home. 

In Washington state Mrs. Alice 
Franklin Bryant did not win her 
campaign for the Senate, but hers 
was the only voice in the campaign 
that called for a positive peace pro- 
gram in Washington, with a sane 
approach to the nuclear tests and 
international cooperation on nuclear 
problems. Hence, thousands of vot- 
ers are now much better informed 
and more conscious of their respon- 
sibilities as citizens. Win or lose, 
these women candidates serve the 
nation nobly and effectively.

X-Ray and Forecast 


NEW ELEMENT IN HISTORY is making itself manifest — a world- 

wide conviction that violence, now embodied in atomic weapons, 
offers no solution for humanity’s needs. The Suez war, the U. S. military 
intervention in the Mideast at Beirut, the Communists attack at Quemoy 
and the initial adamant U. S. military posture on Quemoy — all have re- 
sulted in strong military thrusts being swiftly tempered under the pressure 
of world opinion. As we study reports from many areas and watch the 
foreign press, this stands out as the most conspicuous, the most cheering 
fact of the hour. 


RUSSIA OVERHAULS EDUCATION 


ITTLE has been published about the most revealing changes in Russia 

for years —a drastic revision of the Soviet educational system. The 
changes being planned are, in brief: All Russian youth must work in 
factories or farms after the age of 15; required education and adolescent 
dependence stops then. The young people will be encouraged to continue 
their schooling during their free hours. Carefully planned work and leisure 
schedules will make a continued schooling possible for all with progress 
that still approximates normal, especially since the classes will continue the 
year around with no long summer vacations. 

THE REASONS GIVEN for this change are: (1) Many Russian 
youth — as in the U. S.— do not desire nor are they qualified for higher 
education. (2) The higher technical schools and universities are already 
overcrowded. (3) The labor shortage in factories and farms is acute. (Amer- 
ican agricultural and industrial observers report that much Russian man- 


power is wasted by inefficiency and antiquated methods, especially in

Economics of Insurance 
One place where economics 
touches the life of every family is 
in insurance. When insurance is 
bought as insurance, it is a wise 
purchase and everyone should have 
some! But for generations insurance 
has been sold to millions as a “way 
to save” or as “investment.” One of 
America’s leading financial writers 
and an authority on investments 
has recently led an attack against 
the insurance corporations for mis- 
leading the public in this respect. 

Ralph Hendershot, for many years 
financial writer for the World Tele- 
gram and also for the Wall Street 
Journal, in his book The Grim Facts 
about Insurance (Putnam °57, $1.95), 
states that when insurance is sold 
as a preferred way of saving and 
investing, it falls just a little short 
of being a racket. The insurance 
companies have pyramided their 
holdings up to $90 billion in assets 
with the money belonging to the 
people who have bought insurance, 
but the lion’s share of the earnings 
on the investments of this money 
go to high-salaried executives of the 
big companies and to the few who 
are stockholders. 

Fire and theft insurance are fair 
buys—you buy insurance and noth- 
ing else. Ordinary straight life, with 
minimum premiums, which any rep- 
utable insurance agent can sell you, 
is also a good buy, and Mr. Hender- 
shot urges everyone to have plenty 
of this to cover his family needs. 
But 75 per cent of life insurance is 
bought on a basis of saving and in- 
vestments, and such policies have 
several tricks in them that add up 
to some fair-sized cheating on the 
part of the insurance corporations. 
For a person 35 vears of age, a 
$1,000 policy should cost $4.59 
which is called the “level” basic 
rate for the years. That is, at the 
age of 35, 4.59 per cent of 1,000 
men will die during a given year. 
But the insurance company will 


charge $21.57 for this $1,000 pol-

icy with the following explanation: 
$4.59 is your natural insurance rate, 
then $12.00 is collected for the legal 
reserve to cover all claims and to 
equalize your payments throughout 
your life, then there’s an extra $4.98 
cost for business overhead — thus 
the total premium is $21.57. 

But here are the facts that reveal 
how the policy holder is cheated — 
through several types of overcharges: 

@ Over the past 30 years, not 
4.59 per cent die each year out of 
1,000, but only 2.90 per cent actu- 
ally die. Insurance companies al- 
ways manage to lag far behind on 
statistics of average life expectancy 
and thus make a large margin of 
profit out of their out-dated figures. 
They are still going by the 1941 
standard, and until that time had 
hobbled along on the basis of life 
expectancy rates of 1868! Since 2.90 
per cent is the real figure (the actual 
percentage of deaths per thousand), 
hence the actual charge for the an- 
nual coverage for a $1,000 insur- 
ance policy should be $2.90. Be- 
cause insurance companies base 
their policies upon the mortality 
rate of 4.59, they collect a $1.69 
overcharge which gives them an 
extra profit of which the policy 
holder gets none. 

@ The 4.59 per cent death rate 
out of 1,000 men is for the average, 
but the insurance do not insure the 
average; through physical examin- 
ation by competent physicians, they 
select only the healthy “risks.” Thus 
the basic and continuous overcharge 
of more than $1.69 is only part of 
the extra profit the insurance com- 
panies collect by using out-of-date 
mortality rates. It can be fairly 
estimated that at least half of the 
$4.59 collected as the basic insur- 
ance rate goes to the hidden profits 
never shared with the policy holder. 

@ The $12. that you are charged 
each year to build up a reserve fund 
to equalize your insurance payments 
for a lifetime of the policy is your 
money on deposit to pay the higher 
premiums necessitated by the ad- 
vancing mortality bracket into which 
you move as you grow older. For 
instance, when you are 50, the mor- 
tality rate advances from 4.59 to 
12.32 per cent. This money that you 
pay in is put to work by the insur- 
ance companies in investments. You 
are paid as a policy holder 2% per 
cent dividends on this invested in- 
come. The gimmick here is that this 
legal reserve of $12. which you pay 
in each year, in 20 years provides 
$240. of your own insurance and 
the insurance companies are thus 
only liable for $760. At 65 you 
would have put up $360. and the 
insurance company $640. Yet you 
have been charged for a full thou- 
sand dollar coverage all through 


your mortal life. Moreover the in-

agriculture.) (4) There has been an admitted lag in the increase of Soviet 
industrial and agricultural gains which now is to be made up in a new 
seven-year program that replaces the last five-year program (abandoned 
due to failures to meet assigned quotas). 


BEHIND THESE PUBLICIZED REASONS are some of the same 
situations that plague American life: too many youngsters idling in the 
streets with no place of responsibility in the urban industrial economy. 
They do not develop work habits and, since they are not interested in study 
or scholarship, the undirected energy inevitably leads to mischief. The 
whole mass of such youth in the Soviet will be swept up and put to work. 
Classes in the early morning, late afternoon and evening in all branches 
of learning will be available for those who want to continue their educa- 
tions, and all will be encouraged to do so. The system proposed by Khru- 
shchev — and what Mr. Khrushchev proposes, goes — appears to carry 
through the junior college level. The more gifted students will continue 
their schooling without the interruption of a work program. Khrushchev 
also charges that the children of the privileged families of today’s Russia 
are crowding the workers’ children out of the higher schools. Will this new 
upper class give up this right? But behind all of this is another requirement 
which reveals the real purpose of the education overhaul: 

THE COMMUNIST PARTY WILL SELECT, from now on, the 
Russian youth who receive a higher education! Said Premier Khrushchev, 
“Admission to the full university courses and higher technical institutes 
will be made conditional on the recommendations of government trade 
unions and the Youth Communist League.” (The party commissars rule 
the trade unions.) There is a forceful political punch at this point, for the 
Youth League programs have dwindled during recent years, most Russian 
young people refusing to attend the Marxist lectures, discussions and group 
activities which are the main purpose of the Youth League. Now the 
League leaders will decide who goes to college, who may become a chemist, 
engineer, doctor, physicist. 

BEHIND THESE SEVERE RESTRICTIONS is the fact of the 
growing youth rejection of Marxism. This rejection occurs on several 
levels: first, Russian youth, like all youth, rebel against their elders and 
the mores of the preceding generation. The present Communist leaders 
were once the “brave youthful vanguard of the revolution.” But now they 
are old men and their ideas “old fashioned.” Then, as we have reported 
so often, there is a slowly spreading rejection of Marxism as a philosophy. 
Russian youth increasingly feel that Marxism is a pedantic political dogma 
that has little to do with science, progress and personal welfare — with life 
as they want to live it. 

THESE REBELLIOUS YOUTHS resort to alcoholism and rowdy- 
ism of all sorts, with outright rioting breaking out in some of the universi- 
ties and higher technical schools. These incidents usually arise out of the 
demand for free discussion in class rooms, for the Communist rulers decree 
that all discussions and inquiry must remain within the boundaries of 
Marxist doctrines and interpretations of history and science, etc. But when 
the students encounter new knowledge and truth from outside sources and 
seek to introduce these thrilling new observations and facts into their stud- 
ies and discussions, the trouble begins. The professors must forbid this to 
protect their own jobs, although most of them share the students’ intel- 
lectual curiosity and courage. In some instances, when the police have 
come to the campus, rioting has occurred, some quite severe. For instance, 
as we reported previously, tanks were required to suppress several days of 
rioting at the University of Kiev, rioting that involved the whole city. In 
the University of Leningrad, over 3000 students were expelled after several 
days of rioting. Trouble broke out even among the students at the Russian 
Air Force school (Institute of Aeronautical Studies). These disturbances, 
dating from 1956, came to a climax in 1957, with repressive measures 
keeping the resistance more or less underground in the last few months. 
But the action of the Kremlin in the drastic reshaping of Soviet education 
reveals an admission of the need to regain control of their youth. The re- 
sistance of the youth is augmented by the smoldering resistance of the 
leading Russian writers, poets, artist and musicians, (which we have re- 
ported on frequently in the past), and history testifies that no amount of 


suppression will end such resistance. (For details on youth rebellions, 
see Eastern Exposures by Marvin Kalb, publ. by Farrar, Straus and Cudahy, ‘58; also N. Y. Times, 
Dec. 24; Washington Post, Dec. 30; Reuters dispatch, Dec. 29, — all 1956; also AP dispatch, 
Jan. 8, ‘57; International Research on Communism, April, ‘58; Komsomolskaya Pravda, Mar. 13, ‘58.) 


THE AWARD OF THE NOBEL PRIZE to the Russian novelist, 
Boris Pasternak, for a novel that is still suppressed in Russia, is a blow at 
the Kremlin of atomic proportions — in terms of international prestige. 
Pasternak’s award falls on top of the uproar within Russia over the novel, 
Not By Bread Alone by Dudintsev, which though critical of Communist 
bureaucracy, was serialized in Russia during the brief period of enlarged 
freedom in 1956-7, then suppressed for book publication.

surance companies earn on the 
average 3.63 per cent income on 
the investments they have made 
with your money — yet they only 
pay you back 2% per cent. (Re- 
member, they have already collected 
$4.98 for business overhead.) 
Often the insurance companies earn 
4% to 5 per cent on their invest- 
ments but you still get only 2% per 
cent, with some companies only 
paying 2% per cent. Though they 
often nearly double the earnings on 
your money, they still pay you only 
2% or 2% per cent. 

@ You will note above that you 
are charged $4.98 for business over- 
head. Mr. Hendershot refers to re- 
peated examination of insurance 
company books under court order 
which have shown that they re- 
covered 40 per cent of this as profit 
—since their actual operating ex- 
penses run only 60 per cent of what 
they have claimed as overhead. 

@ If you are hard up and need 
to borrow on your insurance policy, 
you must pay 5 or 6 per cent on 
your own money and the company 
makes another nice profit from you 
as you pay them high interest to use 
your money! 

As Mr. Hendershot, after 40 years 
in Wall Street as a writer and ob- 
server, concludes, this is no way to 
save or to invest money. In addition, 
many insurance policies are over- 
sold. The insurance companies have 
high-pressure sales drives with prizes 
for the winning agents. This is legal 
and good business practice. But 
many people buy policies under 
pressure which they cannot afford. 
As a result, the average policy sold 
for a lifetimes lapses in ten years 
and the savings are lost — multiple 
millions of dollars going in clear 
cash to the insurance companies. 
Few policy holders try to or under- 
stand how to recover what little is 
coming to them, and often it is not 
very much for the charges outlined 
above have drained off most that 
they have paid in. 

The Wall Street expert’s advice is, 
buy flat-rate life insurance coverage 
with a responsible company at as 
cheap a rate as you can get and with- 
out any “sweetening” or fancy sav- 
ings devices added. Then save your 
money carefully and invest it in 
stocks and bonds and you will be 
way ahead of the game. He reminds 
that nobody ever got rich on their 
insurance policies.

Formosa Correction 


In our issue of Nov. 1, we stated, 
“When the Japanese lost Formosa 
in 1945, a free Formosa Govern- 
ment was established with the bles- 
sings of the U. S.” In our effort to- 
ward all possible brevity, we im- 
plied that the Formosa Government 
established in 1945-6 was independ- 
ent of all other associations, which 
is not correct. To give the facts in 
greater detail: In the Cairo Declar- 
ation of 1943, Churchill and Roose- 
velt agreed to return all Japanese- 
held territories in the Chinese waters 
to the Republic of China, then un- 
der Chiang Kai-shek’s rule. When 
Japan finally surrendered in 1945, 
Chiang’s representatives came to 
Formosa to take over. The Formos- 
ans welcomed them as brothers, as- 
suming that Formosa would again 
become a self-governing province 
of China, administered by Formos- 
ans, in friendly cooperation with the 
mainland. 

Formosa had become prosperous 
under the 50 years of Japanese rule, 
with industries and agriculture ad- 
vanced far beyond those of the 
chaotic, poverty-stricken mainland 
China. The Formosans had the ad- 
ministration of their island well in 
hand and assumed the right to so 
maintain it under their own respon- 
sibility when Chiang’s emissaries 
arrived. These were generals of his 
army who looked with greedy eyes 
upon Formosa’s well-developed in- 
dustries and higher standard of liv- 
ing; they took over all industries and 
began a systematic plunder of every 
resource of the island, administering 
the government with corrupt ruth- 
lessness, treating Formosa not as a 
self-ruled province as expected but 
as a conquered territory, and the 
Formosans as subjugated peoples. 


After a year and a half of this 
gross exploitation and racketeering 
administration, the Formosans be- 
gan a series of peaceful demonstra- 
tions, demanding reforms. These 
demonstrations, which all foreign 
observers described as unarmed pa- 
rades, were met with ruthless mas- 
sacres and a systematic attempt to 
eliminate all Formosa leaders. The 
U.S. Ambassador in Nanking, along 
with all leading diplomatic repre- 
sentatives there, protested to Chiang. 
Impartial observers put the number 
of Formosans killed in 1947 at 
10,000 — with still more wholesale 
executions taking place in 1949 as 
Chiang Kai-shek established him- 
self on the island. These figures are 
quoted in the very factual book titled 
Formosa, by Joseph W. Ballantine, 
published in 1952 by The Brookings 
Institution, Washington, D. C. (Full 
accounts of the Formosa rebellion 
against Chiang’s army administra- 
tion in Formosa will also be found 
in the N. Y. Times, March 11, 12, 
29, 30, 1947.)

THE RELATION OF RELIGION TO THE RESISTANCE is 
positive, although hard to define. While the Soviet youth are taught that 
all religion is but superstition and most young Russians profess atheism, 
a gradual increase in the number of youth seen in the Russian churches is 
noteworthy. Especially is there an increase in the number of young couples 
who wish to be married by priest or pastor, and in the number of young 
parents who bring their babies to the church for baptism. Communist 
youth publications even complain of this. 


THIS TREND IS SLIGHT but of great significance in view of the 
long-standing determination of the Communist party to utterly destroy the 
church. With confidence we can say that Russian youth, though most of 
them may profess atheism, realize that the church, after surviving forty 
years of persecution, represents the indestructablity of the human spirit. 

We do not forecast an overthrow of the Communist party by these 
resistance forces, but we do emphasize that deteriorating pressures on the 
party rule will force constant changes and moderation. This trend has been 
apparent since Stalin’s death: Slave labor camps have been depopulated 
by 50 per cent or more; the political police have been greatly reduced in 
size and authority; there is much more freedom of movement for Russians 
inside and outside of the Iron Curtain. 


RED CHINA ATTEMPTS COMPLETE REGIMENTATION 


HE world has been startled by the sudden attempt of the Peking Reds to 

exceed the vigor and cruelties of Stalin in a swift collectivization and 
communization of all life of China. These sensational developments have 
been publicized in our press but here’s a quick run-down: All manpower in 
city and country is being regimented along military lines. Women are being 
“liberated” and regimented also, while the home is literally being bulldozed 
out of China’s life. State nurseries will care for children on a day and 
night basis; farm and city workers will eat in collective dining rooms, 
live in the new collective barracks which are springing up all over China. 
Some women will work in the state kitchens, laundries, nurseries; the rest 
will be put into work brigades with the men. Easy divorce is being offered 
to any whose spouse does not fit readily into the new scheme. 

THE PROPAGANDA which Peking uses to implement this drive 
stresses that China will soon be under attack and invasion by the U. S. 
and Chiang Kai-shek forces, therefore every square mile of China must 
bristle with organized military manpower. With China’s crowded popu- 
lation, living in barest poverty, such regimentation can be forced more 
readily than in the kind of society we know. Why this frantic effort at 
communization? As we have previously reported, there have also been 
continuing peasant and student revolts throughout Red China. Authorita- 
tive observers seem to agree that, as with education in Russia, this is an 
attempt to stop the eroding influence of anti-Communist resistance by put- 
ting China on an emergency footing that will, at the same time, greatly 
speed up their industrial and agricultural production. 

THE FATE OF COMMUNISM will likely arise out of this ex- 
periment in the lives of 600 million people, which is the most drastic and 
extensive social upheaval in history. Unlike Russia’s comparatively brief 
experience with civilization, China’s concept of life and culture arise out 
of over 4000 years of refined civilization and tradition, a civilization that 
has been based upon the family and clan. Chinese rulers have always 


governed remotely and loosely because of the responsibility and success 
(continued on NEXT page)

The Moral Rearmament Move- 
ment is one of the most widely 
known and highly organized spirit- 
ual movements in the world, stem- 
ming from the Christian conception 
of love as a dominant force in life. 
Thousands of Americans and others 
from all over the world gather regu- 
larly at Mackinac Island, Mich., and 
at Caux, Switzerland, for counseling 
and for the refreshment of their 
spiritual resources under MRA’s 
leadership and the inspiration of 
their founder, Dr. Frank Buckman. 
Many MRA teachings — waiting 
for God’s leadership, silent medita- 
tion, complete dependence upon 
divine guidance — have long been 
taught by the Society of Friends 
(Quarkers) and others; the fresh em- 
phasis on absolute honesty, absolute 
purity, and absolute love for man- 
kind and trust in God is miracle- 
working. Putting their beliefs into 
action, the followers of MRA have 
penetrated the political, economic 
and industrial life of many nations. 

It is ironic, however, that Ameri- 
can businessmen and politicans are 
being outdistanced in the application 
of this faith by business and political 
leaders from Asia, the Mideast and 
Africa. Numerous Washington offi- 
cials often had prominent places on 
the platform when MRA has been 
in the spotlight in the nation’s cap- 
ital, but it is the Arabic adherents of 
MRA — some of them Moslem — 
who have been the most conspic- 
uous in their application of its 
teachings to tense and tangled affairs 
of international life. 

When American troops were 
flying into Lebanon, the Senate, 
White House and State Dept. were 
boiling over with condemnation and 
threats of military action against 
several governments of the Mideast 
for not following American political 
leadership — but we didn’t hear 
much, then, about love, goodwill 
and sharing from the members of 
Washington official life who have, 
at times, paid warm tribute to MRA. 

But Abdel Khalik Hassouna, Sec- 
retary General of the Arab League 
and a follower of MRA, performed 
a miracle in the midst of the Mid- 
east crisis. Abdel Hassouna, moved 
by “the inner voice,” flew to the 
UN from Cairo in the midst of the 
crisis and gathered to his hotel room 
the Arab leaders of the Mideast. 
Through two days of heart-search- 
ing discussion, he led them from 
discord into a spirit of unity, and 
thus broke the stalemate between 
U. S.-British delegates and the 
Nasser-guided and Soviet-supported 
Arabic delegates by the historic 
resolution in which each Arab nation 
promised to cooperate in the re- 
building of the Mideast and to re- 
spect one another’s territory. This 


resolution won the support of the

UN General Assembly by the rec- 
ord majority of 80-0 — and eased 
the Mideast crisis. 

The London Times correspon- 
dents, who witnessed this event, 
commented, “Overnight an almost 
magical transformation has come 
over the scenes at these UN head- 
quarters where yesterday the Gen- 
eral Assembly, after a week’s debate 
on the Middle East, still could not 
see how to extricate itself from the 
bitter conflict. The change is due to 
a newly born detente among the ten 
Arab state members of the UN.” 

The N.Y. Herald Tribune reported 
that statesmanship from the Arab 
nations displayed a unity and good- 
will seldom seen among Western 
statesmen. “The Arab World and 
the West can find common cause 
in a moral ideology,” said Abdel 
Hassouna. It would seem that an 
Arabian disciple of MRA found a 
way to use love among Moslems 
which Christians of the West have 
rarely comprehended. 

One of Hassouna’s MRA collab- 
orators, Sayed Abdullah Khalil, is 
the prime minister of Sudan. The 
prime minister of Japan, N. Kishi, 
says of MRA, “It has effectively 
brought healing between the peoples 
and nations of the Orient.” Hans 
Bjerkholt — founder of the Nor- 
wegian Communist party — states 
that he was won to the Christian 
thesis of MRA through Dr. Buck- 
man’s challenge, “Workers Unite 
the World” in place of Marx’s 
“Workers of the World Unite.” 





Beyond Integration 


This Newsletter adheres to the 
principle that progress can only 
come as the minds and hearts of 
men are widened to understand and 
accept progress. When we attempt 
to force change beyond this inner 
transformation, then fear, hate — 
and often violence —are created 
and progress actually retarded. For 
this reason, we have respected the 
findings of Christian educators and 
clergymen, both white and colored, 
who favor integration but believe 
the race problem will be improved 
little by school integration alone, 
while ignoring festering slums, econ- 
omic inequalities and other injus- 
tices. But such reports bring angry 
letters from defiant segregationists 
and from some extreme school inte- 
grationists. We can’t possibly answer 
all these letters, but we can reaffirm 
that Between The Lines supports 
school integration everywhere — 
with all deliberate speed. But we 
cannot ignore the record of several 
cities, which shows that integration, 
when ramrodded through the schools 
without broad and adequate plan- 
ning, falls far short of solving racial 
tensions.

of the family system. Religion in China evolved into the worship and em- 
ulation of the moral virtues of the family ancestors with a most rational 
and sophisticated moral code originating in the teachings of Mencius, Con- 
fucius, Laotze and others of their great philosophers. The Communists in 
Peking are attempting to reverse all this! The era of free love which the 
Communists foisted on Russia resulted in the re-establishment of the home 
and with this, the revival of the church. With China’s much longer, more 
impressive history, what success will the Communists have? 


CONTAINMENT OR INVITATION TO REVOLUTION? 


HILE these developments take place behind the Iron and Bamboo 

Curtains, almost every alliance the U. S. has made to curb commu- 
nism by military means is rocking with political turmoil and corruption. 
Though the foreign press is filled with this news; American newspapers 
have given it scant notice. Those countries where U. S. military forces are 
centered, which are not already dictatorships (like Franco’s Spain and 
Chiang’s Formosa), are becoming so. Military dictatorships are replacing 
democratic rule in Thailand and Pakistan, with Turkey not far behind. 
The dictators are men who have closely collaborated with the U. S. mili- 
tary, their armies equipped with U. S. arms, their troops usually in U. S. 
uniforms. It is, therefore, obvious why there is much anti-Americanism 
among the common people. Rampant corruption has become a natural and 
expected accouterment of U. S. military expenditures abroad. 


The correspondent for a N. Y. paper reports from Thailand that 
the threat of a Communist coup in Bangkok, as a justification for 
the military dictatorship of Marshal Sarit Thanarat, must be taken with a 
grain of salt. The real reason, explains this observer, is the system of pay- 
offs in the National Assembly, the intolerable bribery by which the moder- 
ates are paid to support the U. S. alliance while the left-wingers are paid 
by the Soviet agents; meantime, the ring of corrupt construction contract- 
ors and suppliers of the U. S.-National military forces become more bold 
and more demanding daily. A similar situation exists in Pakistan. (See 
N. Y. Times, Oct. 8, and 10; N. Y. Herald Tribune, Oct. 23.) The common 
people watch one set of public officials crowd out another, so that each 
can have his turn at the political hog-trough full of U. S. dollars. 


THE INSTABILITY OF OUR MILITARY ALLIANCES is like- 
wise emphasized in Morocco where the upheaval in the Arab Moslem 
world has undermined our military position to the point that the enormous 
U. S. air base complex faces withdrawal at the demand of the government 
of King Mohammed V. The U. S. military built its bases in Morocco 
when the area was a French colony, with the U. S. commanders evidencing 
no understanding of the revolutionary forces at work. Even the flow of 
U. S. dollars could not stem the popular discontent which is forcing the 
King to discontinue the alliance with the U. S. or face a revolution. 


THE FAILURE OF THE U. S. MILITARY to understand the 
world they are in is further dramatized by reports from Cairo that Prince 
Faisal, who governs Saudi Arabia for his brother King Saud, has made an 
agreement with Nasser to compel the U. S. forces to abandon our giant 
air base at Dharan. The UV. S. air bases in Saudi Arabia overlook the exten- 
sive U. S. oil fields and constitute the principal barriers to a federation 
of Saudi Arabia with Nasser’s United Arab Republic which now unites 
Syria, Egypt and Yemen. Like our deals with Franco and Morocco, the de- 
tails of the agreement between the U. S. and King Saud are secret. 

THIRTY BILLION DOLLARS are estimated to have been spent, 
during the past ten years, on U. S. alliances with what are now the military 
dictatorships of Formosa, Thailand, Pakistan, Saudi Arabia, Turkey, Mor- 
occo and Spain. If only half of that sum had been spent on genuine 
economic aid throughout all these areas, we would have achieved trans- 
formations that would have lifted sound and enduring barriers against 
communism. With the natural resources of most of these countries, such 
sums would have created miracles in improved living conditions, education 
and stable political rule. Furthermore most of that money would have been 
in loans to be paid back with interest! How different from the costly waste, 
the instability and increasing futility that has grown out of military alli- 
ances. All of these governments are now considered unstable and corrupt 
by political scholars, and conditions in Formosa, Thailand, Pakistan and 
Saudia Arabia constitute an invitation to Communist infiltration rather 
than standing as bastions of democratic strength. It is obvious to all that 
adequate defenses could have been maintained against any possible Com- 
munist uprising in all these areas at a fraction of present costs, while the 
economic transformations were being accomplished. The world simply is 
outgrowing the old concepts of military power as an instrument for 


governing human behavior. 
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Catholics Lead The Way 


White Protestant school officials 
in Virginia are plagued by the 
success of racial integration in the 
parochial schools of the state. Msgr. 
J. L. Flaherty, director of the par- 
ochial schools in Virginia, reports 
that all Catholic grade schools and 
high schools have been integrated 
without a single incident. “Our 
schools are not required to keep re- 
cords dealing with the racial back- 
grounds of our pupils, so we do not 
have any exact record for each 
parish. However, after the Supreme 
Court order, we promptly began to 
integrate our schools.” One paro- 
chial school has 30 Negroes in a 
student body of 125. 


Prejudice and Politics 
Clear insight into the manner 
whereby ignorance and prejudice 
can poison politics and bring dis- 
aster to a whole state may be found 
in the record of official attitudes in 
Virginia towards integration. 
Benjamin Muse, writer for the 
Washington Post and former Vir- 
gina state senator, reports in ‘The 
Nation, Sept. 20, that when the 
Supreme Court first made its dec- 
laration on desegregation the politi- 
cal and educatonal leaders of Vir- 
ginia, still speaking out of their own 
good heart and good sense, accepted 
the verdict of the court and looked 
forward courageously to the gradual 
solution of the problem. The present 
Governor, J. Lindsay Almond, Jr., 
then State Atty., said: “The highest 
court of the land has spoken and I 
trust that Virginia will approach the 
question realistically and endeavor 
to work out some rational adjust- 
ment.” D. J. Howard, the State 
Superintendent of Schools, repudi- 
ated any thought of defiance of the 
court’s order. Supt. H. I. Willet of 
the Richmond schools asked for 
“The most mature judgment of both 
racial groups in deciding the proper 
steps that should be taken to con- 
form with the Supreme Court’s 
ruling.” And the Richmond News 
Leader, later to become the most 
inflamatory voice in the South, said, 
“It is time to sit tight and to think 
of a united proposal that would win 
the Supreme Court’s approval .. . 
if the Court were to fix a ten year 
period to permit the state to inte- 
grate ten per cent of the schools a 
year, a solution might be found.” 
Then the Byrd political machine, 
headed by Sen. Harry F. Byrd, went 
into action to use the race issue to 
bolster its shrinking political power. 
The machine’s lieutenants started to 
bring pressure out of the sand hills 
and back woods against those state 
leaders who were laying plans for 
cooperation on a long-term basis 
with the Supreme Court’s order. 
The present peril and pandemonium 
in Virginia is charged almost solely 
to Sen. Byrd’s political machine.
